Chinese. Analysts within and outslde Japan 
attribute the Sentiments of ,9elsuke OKkuno， 
head of the Natonal Land Agency,， to 3 
reemergence of fierce nationalism. 


UNIOUE RACE 

Indeed,thevaryingexpresSions ofracism 
OT reviSlonist hlstory reflect what Scholars 
believe to be a powerful state of mind: the 
Japanese belief that they are a unique Tace. 

One American Scholar who asked not to 
be publicly identified because he deals with 
both Japanese and American policy makers 
told me that the Japanese have long felt that 
they descended from a Supernatural being 
and they therefore are a unique people and 
culture. 

That sense of uniqueness was Shaken by 
Japans World War II defeat, but the “Te- 
markable success "ofthepostwareconomic 
TeCOvery has “rekindled akind of Selfconfi- 
denceand arrogance.” He added，Theracial 
factoris undquestionably there.” 

This Scholar noted that the Japanese re- 
gard Western Europe as decadent and feel 
“the United States 1$ a young adolescent 
ruining its health with excesseSs.” The Japa- 
nese also think that Koreans in Japan are 
“lawless, unruly and crime pIOne.” 

Another Scholar 一 Chalmers Johnson at 
the University of California at San Diego 一 
concurs that the Japanese are racists and that 
they feela sense of superiority.Buthe views 
the problem in broader policy terms. 

“Theracismin Japanand Americanreac- 
tionaryviews oftheJapaneseflourish offthe 
lack of areal policy of dealing with Japan as 
more than an “ordinary”nation,”Jobhnson 
told me. 

“Japanese-American relations have been 
WOorsening for quite some tme, and I don 
thinkIm being a Japan-basher or a Cassan- 
dra, butour relationship with Japan can't go

Facing a five-year prison term in 1986 and the threat in his 
lawyers words, of “winding up dead”ifhe continued using 
drugs,he opted to enter aresidential treatment program as an 
alterative. Now, in phase three ofa four-part program and 
beginning job training 识 graphic design, Lee Says his drug 
days are behind him. 

Resorting to drugsisnotjusta way ofcoping with parentaj 
pressures. For many Chinese American youths who find 让 
dificultto fitin with their American peers, drugs are becom- 
ing a substitute culture. 

“The American-borm Chinese don'tidentify with Chinese 
culture，explains Joe Lam, a counselor at San Francisco'”s 
Chinatown Youth Center.“They turn to Quaaludes as a drug 
of culture，They become each other's brothers and sisters.” 

According to Lam, Quaaludes have become the drug of 
choice among Asian American youth，because taking them 
enables young people to overcome shyness in talking to the 
Opposite Sex and allows them“the freedom to be goofy.” 

Asian kids aren'treally encouraged to communicate at 
home，Lam says.“In School,they're valued because they're 
quiet. So, there'sno way forthemto pick up communication 
Skills.” 


FULL-BLOWN ADDICTION 

Cultural conflicts and feelings of failure are hardly new 
problems for Chinese American youth，Twenty-five years 
ago,they wereattheheartofAlanWong's(nottobe confused 
with the YMCA executive director of the same namie) initial 
experimentation with drugs，which later blossomed into a 
full-blown addiction to heroin and several suicide attempts. 

Wong,39,hasbeen offdrugsforfive yearsandnow works 
3aS prIogram director for AARRS. In addition to teenage 
feelings of inadequacy for failing to meet his family”s high 
expectations，he recalls the deep resentments he harbored 
against otherpeople.“Asakid,TIusedtoberidiculed ” Wong 
SayS. “People called me a Chinaman. I didn't like being 
called Chinese. Ididn'tlike being short. ITdidmtlike being 
called four-eyes.” 

In high school, Wong found acceptance among a drug- 
abusing crowd of youth. He upped his drug Usage to remain 
Part of the group. 

Bespite the prevalence of such problems, Asian mental 
health and social service professiorials say the“model minor- 
ity ”Stereotype has made it difficultto rouse official concern 
“People outside the Asian community don'tsee us as having 
problems，saysJa.“Sincetheythink Asians don'thave Prob- 
lems, resources are not allocated.” 

Asians themselves reinforce the impression, Ja SaySs, by 
trying to hide the problems that do exist. According to Joe 
Lam, the impulse is similarto that of immigrantparents who， 
once a drug problem is discovered in their family，will 
Sometimes ship the drug abusing child off to Asia. 

“When you're working with an Asian family, oneof the 
key ingredients is that you don'timpute fault” SayS Ja.“The 
family is already feeling shame and stigma, because one of 
their own needs help. if you then impute fault it's almost 
impossible for them to handle.” 

Alan Wong says that sharing his own experences with 
AARRSresidents anidtheirfamilies has helpedbreakthrough 
these barriers.“Alot of them relate to it and find it motivat- 
ing，he says“It gives them alittle hopeto see whatTvebeen 
able to do in five years” time.” 

But he adds，“Ijust try and tell them, “Do your bestand
